Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are based upon a non-entered 
amendment. Additionally, even though applicant has agreed to amendments to claims 21 , 22, and 26, which are analogous to the 
examiner's amendment in related application 09/601 f 279 (allowed), such an amendment would not place the case in condition for 
allowance. Specifically, the after final response does not obviate the double patenting rejection, the 112, 1st rejection of claim 10, or the 
prior art rejections. With respect to said 112, 1st, applicant notes support in Figure 1. However, the examiner contends that there are n 
drawings filed in the present application. (See section 3 of the non-final rejection mailed 07-05-02.) With respect to the prior art 
rejection, it is noted that the traversal based upon a combination of four references which is "unduly complex" is an insufficient ground fo 
traversal. Additionally, applicant's traversal based upon hindsight is unpersuasive. 
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
